HOW LARGE A BOOK IS THE BIBLE? 


Some editions of the Bible are in enormous fo- 
Tios; others are in a single pocket volume. How 
much printed matter is there in the hook? How 
much larger is it than Paradise Lost, for instance ? 
This was a query we put to an intelligent publish- 
er of New York, whom we had the pleasure of wel- 
coming to our library some weeks ago. He was 
unable to give a precise answer; but was kind 
enough, after his return home, to write us in regard 
to the matter. This is his letter:

My Dear Smr:—The information you desired 
respecting the quantity of matter which the Bible 
contains, in comparison with other well-known 
books, I will endeavour to give you. It may not 
be improper, in the first place, to observe, that no 
strictly accurate comparison as to the amount of 
matter in any two books can be made, unless the 
type in both books is taken from the same font.

matter as twelve and one tenth volumes like the 
Holy Living; or, it would make twenty-one and a 
half volumes of the size of Paradise Lost. 

The nonpareil Bible would make seven volumes 
of the size of Taylor’s Holy Living; or twelve vol- 
umes like Paradise Lost. The diamond Bible 
would make about the same number of volumes, in 
each case, as the nonpareil; for in the latter are 
some fractional parts that were not taken into ‘the 
account. If we make the comparison with the 


Oxford Bible, the bare text, we find that it will 


make six volumes like the Holy Living, or ten like 
Paradise Lost. This last comparison, however, is 


not strictly correct, as the Bible is only the bare 


text, while in both the Holy Living and Paradise 


Lost the arguments and headings are reckoned in 
taking the number of ems.

I cannot recollect the statements so 
as to give you an accurate account of them, but if 
I come across them I will write you again. 

Subsequently we received the following note: 

Sr :—Since I wrote to you, Mr. Martin, who has 
charge of the printing-office of the American Bible 
Society, has obtained for me a copy of the article 
on the number of words, letters, etc., contained in 
the Bible, to which I referred in my letter. It may 
be found in the reprint of the Bible Companion, 
published in Baltimore in 1844.

EXTRACTS FROM JOURNAL OF THE COLPORTEUR. 

October 10th.—Many of the native people are 
more enlightened now, having read the Word of 
God. They express surprise that others still hope 
for mercy to obtain salvation. I visited this day 
fourteen native families; one was very grateful for 
instruction as I read some portions of Scripture. 
Gave them “A. Dunn.” They begged me to call 
again, as they haye no Bible. 
_ 11th.—Heard to-day that a priest near the rail- 
way station had burnt two Spanish Bibles. A. 
native from whom he had taken one desired to buy 
another, but his wife opposed it. Another igno- 
rant man was vexed that I offered him a Bible, It 
was of no use to speak with him; he had been 
taught by the priest not to listen to my words, 


_ 14th.—Was to-day in a family where I sold the 
third copy of the Bible that they have bought. 
Daily worship is maintained morning and evening. 
The man daily finds more persons. before whom to 
confess the name of Christ, and to recommend the 
Word of God. Another family, who said they had 


of Scripture to them. To-day sold a Spanish 
Bible to some Italians, and “Eyenings with Ro- 
manists” in Spanish. Visited twelve families. 

25th,—A. German in the French hospital told me 
he had long wished to obtain a Bible. He bought 
one. 

26ti.—Among nine families, native and Portu- 
guese, visited to-day, found two that haye begun 
to read their Bibles daily. Spent nearly an hour 
in each of them. Was received with kindness, 
Parents and children sat around the table, listen- 
ing to what I read and spoke to them of. In 
another house a woman said she had bought a 
Testament of me, but would never buy another 
book. Her husband and a friend tried to con- 
vince her why*the priests call it bad. I tried to 
convince two Portuguese, but they were too bigot- 
ed, and it seemed of little use. 

28th.—Three native butchers came to-day to the 
depository. One said a priest had burnt a Bible 
which he lent to a friend of his. Visited fourteen 
families, and found many open doors, where I was 
able to speak of eternal life from the Word of God. 

Nov. 2d.—Sold some Bibles at the railway station. 

3d.—Gave Mr. B in the American hospital 
a Bible. Offered to pray with him, which he re- 
fused, Says he prays daily, but will never pray 
with others, 

5th.—Boarded nine vessels, Sold many books 
among them. Am encouraged in the work for 
seamen. On board the Nereus and Shearwater, 
English men of war, was received with .a welcome, 

8th and 9th.—Visited twenty-eight, mostly na- 
tive families. Well received in almost all. Passing 
a house, a young man came running after me, and 
said: “Sir, have you any Spanish Bibles to sell? 
and will you go back with me?” I was astonished 
to hear from this man, to whom I had offered books 
several times in vain, that he wanted the Scrip- 
tures. Often had given him tracts, but he did not 
care for more. Now he had read the tracts, and

» 24th—Although the clergy haye a powerful | 


influence over many people here, still I always 
find a door open somewhere, and have nearly 
every day the opportunity of reading some parts 
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could only spend a half hour in reading the Bible 
with two of them. Sold only one copy of Scrip- 
ture; and perhaps may be obliged to receive the 
Bible back again. The man said he had heard 
there was a false Bible in circulation, and if this 
were one, he would re‘urn it. He was interested 
to read, but could not have a Protestant Bible. 
Another told me to bring him one of those good 
books in the end of the week. 

19¢,.—On board bark Norman found Portuguese 
sailors, who desire Portuguese Bibles; promised 
to bring off some. 

21st—About two years ago I sold a Bible to a 
poor Chilian family, living in a priest’s house; 
they were vexed, as I called a few days later, say- 
ing it was a false Bible, and I must take it back. 
To-day I called again, and was welcome. They 
bought another book, and promised later to buy 
still another. The Bible is still kept and read 
every day. They feel happy to have such a good 
book. 

22d.—Among thirteen native families and three 
foreign, met with only one instance of ill-treat- 
ment. Offering the Bible near a church, two men 
tried to vex me, saying my Bibles were only fit for 
the fire. Spoke kindly to them, trying to con- 
vince them of their errors. The result was they 
became more quiet, each took a tract, and I hope 
next time to sell them some books. Passing 
through New street, a Chilian who met me bought 
a Testament, and said, “This is the best book to 
read.” As I entered another house, I found a man 
reading a Testament which he bought of me a 
long time ago. In a French hotel I sold to a 
Swiss lady a German Bible. She said she would 
attend to religion, and no more neglect prayer. 

24th.—In the American hospital, a German Cath- 
olic asked for a Testament. In the larger ward, 
English hospital, had prayer with fifteen men. 
Prayed after reading a chapter with a Welshman, 
who is near death. 

25zh.—In a native house three persons bought a’ 
Bible and two yolumes; but a Frenchman spoke 
like the Sadducees in ancient time, yet after 
conversation, he asked me to bring him a French 
Bible in the beginning of next week. 

28th.—A Chilian was glad to get a Bible to- 
day. Had often heard of it, but never before had 
the opportunity of buying one. Another poor 
man bought Bible Stories in Spanish, giving his 
last cent for it. To two others, promised to bring 
a Bible and another book. 

29th.—Sold a Spanish Bible. Conversation with 
three merchants, natives, who said I was in the 
right way. They wished the country might have 
toleration. . 
_ Dec. 6th—A lady who bought of me a Bible a 
long time ago, reads my books with increased at- 
tention. She purchased four of me, and sought to 
persuade others to buy.

KNOWLEDGE OF THE BIBLE, 

The emperor Theodosius wrote out the whole 
New Testament with his own hand, and read some 
parts of it every day. Theodosius the Second dedi- 
cated a great part of the night to the study of the 
Scriptures. George, prince of Transylvania, read 
over the Scriptures twenty-seven times. Alphonsus, 
king of Arragon, read the Scriptures over, together 
with a large commentary, fourteen times. - : 

Sir Henry Wotten, after his customary public de- 
votions, used to retire to his study, and there spend 
some hours in reading the Bible. Sir John Harop, 
in like manner, amidst his other vocations, made the 
Book of God so much his study, that it lay before 
him night and day. James Bonnel, Esq., made the 
Holy Scriptures his constant and daily study; he 
read them, he meditated upon them, he prayed over 


|them. M. De Renty, a French nobleman, used to 


read daily three chapters of the Bible, with his 
head uncovered and on his bended knees. 

Lady Frances Hobart read the Psalms over twelve 
times a year, the New Testament thrice and the 
other parts of the Old Testament once. Susannah, 
countess of Suffolk, for the last seven years of her 
life, read the whole Bible over twice annually. 

Dr. Gouge used to read fifteen chapters every day ; 
five in the morning, five after dinner, and five in the 
evening, before going to bed. Mr. Jeremiah Whit- 
taker usually read all the epistles in the Greek 
Testament twice every fortnight. 

Joshua Barnes is said to have re: n 
Bible which he usually carried about him.

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dred and twenty times over. Mr. Robert Cotton 
read the whole Bible through twelve times a year. 

The Rey. Mr. Romaine studied nothing but the 
Bible for the last thirty or forty years of his life, 

A poor prisoner, being confined in a dark dungeon, 
had no light, except for a few moments when his 
food was “brought him; he used to take his Bible 
and read a chapter, saying, he could find his mouth 
in the dark when he could not read, 

Henry Willis, farmer, aged eighty-one, devoted 
eyery hour that could be spared from his labour, 
during the course of so long a life, to the devout and 
serious perusal of the Holy Scriptures. He had 
read with the most minute attention all the books of 
the Old and New Testaments, eight times over, and 
had proceeded as far as the book of Job in his ninth 
reading, when his meditations were terminated by 
death.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


“The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible House, ‘Astor Place, on 
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Thursday, the 2d inst., at half-past three o’clock, 
P. M.; William Whitlock, Jr., Esq., one of the 
Vice Presidents, in the chair. 

The death of William Forrest, Esq., one of the 
oldest members of the Board, was announced by 
the Secretary, when the Rey. Dr. Hutton read the 
90th Psalm, and offered prayer. 

Four new auxiliaries were recognised: of which 
two are in West Virginia, one in Michigan, and 
one in Wisconsin. 

Communications were received from Mr, Thos. 


M. Westrup, Monterey, stating that permission 
has been granted to our Agent in Mexico to sell 
Bibles and Testaments; from Rev. Dayid Trum- 
bull, in regard to Bible distribution in Valparaiso 
and Santiago, and sending the journal of the 
colporteur in Valparaiso; from Rev. Dr. Van 
Dyck, Beirait, accepting the appointment to 
superintend the electrotyping of the Arabic Scrip- 
tures; from Rev. H. A. Wilder, Umtwalume, 
Africa, asking funds to print the Scriptures in the 
Zulu language; from Rey. I. G. Bliss, Constanti- 
nople, with estimate of expenses for the coming 
year for carrying on the Bible work in his agency; 
from Rey. 8. L. Baldwin, Fuh Chau, sending his 
book and fiscal account for the year past, and ask- 
ing funds for the year now commencing; from 
Rev. W. Tracy, Madura, as to Bible work in the 
mission, and asking funds for the present year. 

Grants in books were made to the extent of 
106,275 volumes, besides books to the amount of 
$317 20 for soldiers and sailors at Island No. 10, 
Columbus, etc.; $100 to the American Seamen’s 
Friend Society, for mariners at Antwerp and New 
Orleans; and to the value of $2,390 to the Mem- 
phis and Shelby County Bible Society, for sale and 
distribution in that region. Many of the books 
granted were to the United States Christian Com- 
mission, to the Agents of the Society for the Army 
and Nayy, to the American Bible Union, and to 
the American Seamen’s Friend Society, with some 
smaller grants, including six volumes in raised let- 
ters, for the Blind. The books granted are in ya- 
rious languages, as English, German, French, Swe- 
dish, Spanish, Italian, and Danish. 

Appropriations were made for the foreign work, 
amounting to $49,600. 

The Rey. Bishop Janes was appointed a delegate 
from this Society to attend the anniversary of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, in May next, 

The receipts for February were $59,548 05; the 
issues, 67,576 volumes,

THE APOCRYPHA. 

We are informed by a correspondent that in cer- 
tain regions and-by a certain class of persons, ob- 
jections are brought against the Bibles issued by 
the American Bible Society, because they do not 
contain the Apocrypha; and we are requested to 
give the reasons in the Record for this omission. 
The policy of this Society has been settled on that 
subject from the beginning of its history, so that it 
seems to us hardly necessary to go at much lenSth 
into that question. But to meet the wishes of our 
friend we say briefly, that the reason for not insert- 
ing the Apocrypha in the Bibles of this Society is, 
that it is no part of the-inspired Volume. But as 
this is the very question in dispute, we will give a 
few brief reasons for the assertion: 

1. All the books of the Old Testament were 
written in Hebrew; but these apocryphal books 
were not written in that language, nor are they 
found at this day in the Hebrew Bible. All know 
how religiously scrupulous the Jews of old were in 
preserving pure the copies of the holy Writings. 
They counted the number of the verses and words, 
and even the letters, to be sure that no part was omit- 
ted; and yet in none of their copies do we find the 
Apocrypha. They would not have omitted these 
writings had there been any satisfactory txatience 
of their divine inspiration. 

2. Neither were they admitted into the list of 
canonical books by the early Christian church. 
| Eusebius, whose ecclesiastical history ends A. D. 
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324, has a whole chapter on the sacred Scriptures 
acknowledged as genuine and those that are not, 
in which he never mentions those known as the 
apocryphal books, though he does reject and con- 
demn certain spurious books, alleged by some in 
his day to be a part of the New Testament. 

3. These apocryphal books were not admitted 
into the sacred canon for the first four centuries 
after Christ, nor are they quoted or referred to by 
any Christian writer during all that period. Yet 
all the inspired books are quoted by our Saviour 
and the apostles, and by Christian writers follow- 
ing them 

4, There is evidence that these books were writ- 
ten after the times of Malachi, with whom the 
spirit of prophecy ceased, and who intimates him- 
self the close of the prophetical line, until the ap- 
pearance of John the Baptist—Mal. iv. 5,6. These 
probably were written by some Alexandrian Jews 
before the time of Christ; but they make no claim 
to inspiration. 

5. They contain internal evidence of not being 
inspired. Thus they contain many things at ya- 
riance with the canonical Scriptures, many things 
fabulous and contradictory, and some even im- 
moral and false. The story of Bel and the Dragon, 
and the history of Judith, cannot be reconciled 
with history nor with genuine Scripture; nor can 
the Wisdom of Solomon, as it is called; nor the 
book of Tobit. 

We assert then that there is no evidence what 
ever that the apocryphal books ,have any claim 
to be included in the inspired Volume. 

But those who desire to pursue this subject at 
greater length are referred to Archbishop Usher’s 
Body of Divinity, and Horne’s Introduction to the 
Critical Study of the Scriptures. Brief synopses of 
the arguments on this subject may be found in 
Buck’s Theological Dictionary, and the Biblical 
and Theological Dictionary of the Rey. Richard

During the month of January, reports were re- 
ceived from twenty-two Agents of the Society, 
and the following are the results of their labours: 
auxiliaries visited, 113; Bible meetings attended, 
189; Bible society anniversaries attended, 52; 
auxiliaries or branch societies organized or re- 
vived, 28; Bible society sermons and addresses 
delivered, 248; letters and circulars relating to 
the Society sent out, 3,167; miles travelled in 
behalf of the Bible cause, "10, 633; amount of 
money collected by the Agente in the form of 
donations, $13,734 94; amount received by them 
from the sale of books $3,285 22; amount 
remitted by them to the Parent treasury, 
$17, 523 64; amount paid by them into the treas- 
uries of auxiliaries, $809 96; amount of subscrip- 


tions secured, but not yet paid, $1,620 28; num- 
ber of families visited in their fields, 17,000; num- 
ber of destitute families found, 1,066; number of 
destitute families supplied with the Scriptures, 
1,014; number of destitute individuals supplied, 
249; number of destitute Sabbath schools sup- 
plied, 14; number of volumes distributed in the 
army dia navy, A pe by them, 465, etc., ete.

REPORTS OF AGENTS, 

Rey. Isaac Wiiey, of New HAmpsuree, states at the 
close of his last month’s report, that he has secured for 
the library of this Society, a copy of the first edition of 
King James’ English Bible, published in 1611. “TI 
think,” he says, “that you will regard it as a very valu- 
able acquisition. There is probably not another of the 
first edition in our country; though there is one of the 
second, published during the same year, in the library 
at Cambridge, Mass.” 

Mr. Wittiam Gui~p, of RuopE IsLAND, reports 
that the Newport Bible Society has employed a Bible 
visiter to canvass and supply its field with the Scrip- 
tures as soon as practicable, and speaks of the great 
eagerness manifested by the soldiers, both in the fort 
and in the barracks near that city, to secure the Word 
of Life. The officer in command in one of those places 
cheerfully gaye him liberty of access to the men under 
his charge, saying to him: “ You may visit them, and 
distribute the Word of God among them whenever you 
please.” 

Rev. Mr. Beese, of CONNECTICUT, gives an interest- 
ing account of the last’ anniversary of the Berkshire 
Bible Society, Mass., at which he was present, and 
states that Mr. Denton is still engaged in canvassing 
the city of Hartford, remarking: ‘It is an interesting 
fact that a revival of religion has begun in Hartford in 
connexion with our Bible canvass, as was the case in 
Bridgeport last year, and the year before in Granby.” 

Rey. Mr. Dr Puy, of WesteRN NEw York, sends us 
a record of another month’s successful labour, notwith- 
standing a temporary illness under which he has been 
labouring, and the remarkable fact that the snow has 
fallen in his field since the 25th of December, to the 
depth of one hundred and three inches, with scarcely an 
interval of thawing. 

Rey. Mr. WevBurN, of WESTERN KENTUCKY, not- 
withstanding the continued disturbed condition of 
things in his field, reports having collected during the 
last month, in the form of donations, the sum of 
$515. 

Rey. Mr. Tirron, of Cenrrat Onr0, among other 
matters of interest, reports that the work of canvassing 
the city of Columbus is now actively in progress; and 
that in the asylum for the blind, in that city, in which 
there are one hundred and fifty inmates, thirty of whom 
are professed Christians, there are thirty Bibles and 
seven copies of the Psalms in raised.characters bern 
ing to the institution. 

Rey. Mr. Herr, of SouTHWESTERN Onto, speaks of 
several of the auxiliaries in his field as ina very thriving 
and eflicient condition. In relation to the Young Men’s 
Bible Society of Cincinnati, he says: “God is making 
use of that institution in accomplishing a glorious work 
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| in that city, and among the troops passing and repass- 


ing through the city, as well as by supplying the 

military camps located in that vicinity, « and ee numer- 

ous vessels plying on the river,” y 
Rev. Joun THOmMpson, of obama Biitiness 
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we have received his first monthly report, which gives 
good promise of a vigorous agency. 

Rey. JonnN Hinton, our new Agent for MICHIGAN, 
also sends us his first monthly report, in which, among 
other items of interest, he says: ‘I have been received 
with very great kindness by the pastors of the different 
churches in my field, and they have promised their 
hearty co-operation in carrying out our plans.” Mr. 
Hinton is exploring his field, reorganizing auxiliaries, 
forming new societies, and is very successful in col- 
lecting funds. 

Rev. Mr. Wricut, of Missovurt, reports having 
visited, during the month past, ten auxiliaries and Bible 

committees in seven different counties; besides ad- 
dressing six German churches in St. Louis in relation to 
the claims of our Catse. At Bevier, on the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph railroad, he addressed a congregation of 
English and Welsh miners located there, who he thinks 
will prove fast friends of the American Bible Society. 
While they were adopting a constitution of an aux- 
iliary, they struck out the last clause of Article 8, be- 
ginning, ‘Should the society fail, etc.,” saying: “ With 
God’s help, we will not fail, ete.,” which, with reason, 
Mr. Wright construed into a very significant and happy 
omen. 

Rey. Mr. Apams, of Mrynesova, speaks of several 
anniversarfes of auxiliaries in his field, which he had 
attended during the month, as occasions of very special 
interest ; and of the Bible cause in general in Minnesota, 
as slowly, but steadily on the advance. In one place 
where a collection was taken up for our Society, Mr. 
Adams says: ‘A dollar was given me by a man who 
wished me to report it, as from one of the poor white 
trash of the South, to enlighten the Yankees of the 
North.” 

Rey. Mr. Fort, of NEBRASKA AND Dakota TERRI- 
TORIES, writes us: “I presume that it would be almost 
impossible for me to place the condition of my field be- 
fore you, in such a light, that you could fully appre- 
ciate it. The recent Indian raids have so thoroughly 
disorganized our new settlements, and there are so 
many other difficulties here, which are peculiar to new 
countries, t Iam exceedingly perplexed as to the 
best meth for carrying on my agency; but I trust 
that God will impart to me grace and wisdom sufficient 
to enable me to succeed, notwithstanding all these dis- 
advantages.” 

REPORTS OF AUXILIARIES, 

CONNECTICUT. Sazrispury Bree Soorery held 
its anniversary at Lakeville, on the 8th of January. Its 
receipts for the year amounted to $169 62, all of which, 
saving about two dollars, was forwarded as a donation 
to the Parent treasury in New York. 

“NEW YORK. Lone Isuanp Briste Society. This 
society held its forty-ninth anniversary at Newtown, 
on the 15th of November. A sermon commemorative 
of the life, character, and labours of the late Rev. George 
Shelton, for many years an active and earnest officer 
and friend of the society, was preached by the Rey. 

R. O. Currie, D.D. The treasurer reports the sum of 
$3,409 88 as the year’s receipts from all sources; 
$3,255 03 of this being from donations; and this, he 
says, is an advance upon the receipts of the year. pre- 
vious of $1,584 64. The society is taking steps for the 
re-supply of its important field as soon as practicable. 
It now has fifteen braneh organizations in active opera- 
tion in different parts of the island, and its last report 
Shows that it is nobly meeting its responsibilities, and 
keeping up with the expectations awakened by its en- 
tire antecedent history. During the past year the 
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society has lost by death, Rev. George Shelton, its 
recording secretary; Dr. Nathan Shelton, for years a 
member of its executive committee; and Dr, John 
Carpenter, one of its vice presidents. Appropriate 
allusion is made to these losses in the society’s report; 
while the society adopted resolutions in relation to the 
death of the former of these of a very beautiful and 
tender character, worthy of the excellent officer to 
whom they refer, and of the society, which, for so many 
years, he so faithfully served. An extended notice of 
Mr. Shelton’s death, it will be remembered, was given 
in the Record for the month of May last.. A very able 
and efficient body of officers has the charge of this valu- 
able auxiliary. 

CayuGa County Brste Socrmry held its last anni- 
versary at Moravia, on the 24th of January. The an- 
nual sermon was preached in the afternoon by the Rev. 
D. D. Lore, and several excellent addresses were deliy- 
ered in the evening. The receipts of the society for 
the year amounted to $882, being an advance of $159 
over those of the year preceding. Besides this society 
and its branches, there are two other societies, to wit, 
the Genoa and the Auburn Female Bible Societies, 
which are auxiliary to the Parent Institution; and they, 
also, are in a prosperous condition, and very emfolessly 
prosecuting their work. 

OHIO. Seneca County Bisie Socrmry received 
into its treasury last year $1,305 94, of which $1,189 68 
was in the form of voluntary contributions; and of this, 
$697 55 was paid over to the American Bible Society as a 
donation. 

Wyranpor County Bisiz Society reports its receipts, 
for the year, at $906 36, of Which $634.92 was trans- 
mitted, as a donation, to the Parent Institution. 

MontcomEery County Brisite Socimry makes this 
cheering record of its labours for the past year. The 
whole amount received by it, in the form of voluntary 
contributions, was $1,322°96; its entire receipts for the 
year being $2,584 18, of which $1,600 was transmitted 
to the Parent Society as a donation, and leaving a 
balance of $965 42 still in its own treasury. During the 
year it has visited 2,260 families, and supplied fifty- 
seyen of them which were found destitute with the 
Scriptures. The value of books now in its depository 
is $1,186 41, and the number of its working branch 
societies is fifteen. 

ButLeR County Bree Society held very juteresting 
anniversary services at Hamilton, on the 19th of 
January. Its receipts for the year amounted to 
$829 17, and the value of books which it still has in its 
depository is more than $500. This auxiliary i is doing 
a good work. Mary it 

ILLINOIS. MLaan County BIBLE SocmtTy closed 
another year of successful labour on the Ist of 
January. The receipts for the year amounted to 
$1,252 74. There are now in the county and branch 
depositories, Bibles and Testaments to the value of 
about $1,200. Much of the society’s prosperity is 
traceable to the perseverance and assiduous efforts of 
its agent, Rev. John P. Hayes. 

Macon County Brsie Society held its anniversary

WISCONSIN. Donan County Brsie Socrery held 
its seventeenth annual meeting at Beaver Dam, on the 
10th of January. The receipts for the year amounted 
to $563 22, of which $50 06 was sent to the Parent 
Society as a donation. Nearly five hundred families 
were visited by the distributers; while thirty destitute 
families, thirty destitute individuals, and one destitute 
Sabbath school, were supplied with the Scriptures. 

Kenosua County Brsim Socrmry at its 24th annual 
meeting, on the 22d of January, reported haying re- 
ceived into its treasury $229 24; and having in its de- 
pository books to the value of $155 76. This society is 
free from debt, and has a surplus in its treasury of 
$71 92. 

Danr County Bratz Society at its anniversary in 
Madison, on the 29th of January, reported its receipts 
at $1,341 57, and the value of books in its depository at 
$719 01. It visited during the year 837 families, and 
supplied forty-seven of them which were destitute with 
the Word of Life; besides which, it supplied seyen des- 
titute Sabbath schools, 

IOWA. Jasprr County Brete Socrery held its 


ninth annual meeting on the evening of the 15th of 
January. The whole amount of its receipts for the 
year was $678 78. The number of families visited by 
its distributers was 1,459, of which forty were found 
destitute and supplied with the Word of God. 

We have received very satisfactory reports, also, from 
the Pittsburg Welsh Bible Society, Pa.; Pawnee County 
Bible Society, Nebraska Territory; Crawford County 
Bible Society, Miss.; Pelton Bible Society, Clayton 
County and Page County Bible Societies, lowa; Chris- 
tian County and Jackson County Bible Society, IIL; 
Leavenworth County and Anderson County Bible 
Societies, Kansas ; Portage Prairie Welsh, h Creek 
and Vicinity, and Caledonia and Portage City Welsh 
Bible Societies, Wisconsin; Hardin County, Bowling 
Green, and Russelville and Logan County Bible 
Societies, Kentucky; and Stratford Female Bible So- 
ciety, Conn. These reports contain many facts of in- 
terest connected with the Bible work in these import- 
ant fields; but on account of a press of other matter, 
we shall not be able to give them a place in this

OUR WORK IN MARYLAND AND EASTERN VIR- 
GINIA. 


From the monthly report of our eastern army 
Agent, Rey. H. W. Gilbert, under date of January 
8ist, we make the following extracts, which 
afford gratifying evidence of the success. which is 
attending our work, in the field committed to his 
care: 

During the month now closing, I have visited 
Point Lookout and Leonardstown, on the western 
shore of Maryland; and Fortress Monroe, Hamp- 


ton, Norfolk, and Portsmouth; in Virginia. I have 
performed some labour also, in Baltimore and 
vicinity, and in Washington, My work has been in 
hospitals with citizens, prisoners of war, and 
freedmen, I find in every direction, and among all. 
classes, that the Word of God is eagerly welcomed ; | 
and that it is going forth on its benign mission, | 
bringing forth fruits of righteousness, some already 
‘Visible, some to be revealed in the future, besides 
the myriad holy influences proceeding from it, 
which can only be known, when those who give, 
and those who receive it, shall rehearse together, 
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before the heavenly throne, the path of their earth- 
ly pilgrimage, and the instruments of their sal- 
vation. 

At Pomr Looxour, I visited the prisoners of 
war, about ten thousand in number, and received 
from them a warm and friendly welcome. The 
reading matter which I carried with me was 
seized by them with avidity, and Testaments were 
in brisk demand. _As soon as it was understood 
that we were proyided with these things, they 
thronged about our ambulance, reaching out their 
hands as we passed for a Testament, a tract, a 
hymn book, or a religious paper. They have a 
school of more than seven hundred pupils. They 
haye also both library and elementary books, 
which have been furnished them by the generosity 
of the North; and many of them are learning to 
read, while some are pursuing higher branches. 
They all have comfortable shelter, and a good 
supply of clothing, food, and fuel. To an attentive 
audience of about four hundred of these prisoners 
of war, I had the pleasure of preaching. The 
hospital at the Point is well cared for in respect 
to the Scriptures, by Mr. Baker, of the Maryland 
Bible Society. There is a coloured school, just 
commencing there, under the care of the American 
Missionary Association, which promises well. Al 
ready it creates a call for the Word of God. 

Hampton is about two miles from Fortress 
Monroe. The site of the old town, which was 
burnt by the rebels, is now covered with the huts 
of freedmen. There are in the vicinity extensive 
hospital arrangements for our wounded soldiers. 
The Chesapeake hospital is devoted to officers; 
and there I found Rey. James Marshall, the chap- 
lain, labouring with great earnestness and effli- 
ciency for the spiritual good of his charge. 

The settlements of freedmen in this region, em- 
bracing about six thousand people, present 
characteristics of-deep interest. There are sey- 
eral flourishing schools established among them ; 
and I satisfied myself by visiting these, that the 
pupils are making rapid and substantial progress, 
Probably most pupils of the same ages; under our 
common school system at the North possess more 
general. information, but I doubt whether, on an 
average, they would surpass these coloured: boys 
and girls in arithmetic, geography, reading, and 
spelling. The teacher put them to a very 
thorough test; and I was surprised at their 
readiness and correctness. Singing is taught in 
these schools by Rey. 8. Tilden, of Massachusetts ; 
and I could not keep from weeping when I heard 
them sing so correctly the beautiful songs which 
they were taught. The government is about erect- 
ing a schoolhouse for them, which is intended to 
accommodate six hundred pupils. 

At Norrortx, the work of supplying the 
Scriptures, with various other~ treasures, to men 
in hospitals, forts, and camps, goes forward suc- 
cessfully under the judicious direction of the Rey. 
Elias N. Crane. The naval vessels visiting Ports- 
mouth are reached, to some extent, with religious 
influences; but from the great inconveniences 
which attend the work, and the vast amount of it 
to be done, there are tens of thousands of seamen 
who are almost entirely destitute of Christian 
privileges. This appalling fact ought to awake 
the deepest solicitude, and the churches should n 
rest till the evil is removed. While in Norfolk, : 
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endeavoured to ascertain the wants of the citizens, 
and see what could be done for them. I found 
that about ten years since, both Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth had been thor oughly canvassed and supplied 
with the Word of God; and that the work had 
resulted in great good. Since that time, however, 
there haye been vast changes, pe urticularly within 
the last few years. Here too, as in Hampton, there 
is a most interesting work in progress among 
freedmen. In Norfolk, Portsmouth, and on the 
confiscated farms adjacent, there are about 25,000 
of these people, and about 5,000 in the schools. 
In one of the schools, I was attracted by a class of 
grayheaded men with spectacles on, striving, 
with much toil and perseverance, to accomplish, 
what might, with comparative ease, have been 
done in ehildren—Jearn to read the Word of God, 
I was delighted to learn from their teachers, that 
there are many well regulated Christian households 
among them, in which God’s Word is read, his 
pTaises sung, ’and the daily sacrifice of prayer ‘laid 
upon his altar. These people set a very high value 
upon the sacred Scriptures. To read them is the 
chief stimulus to these grayheaded men and wo- 
men, in their efforts to learn; and the legitimate 
demand for the Ser iptures, thus created seen them, 
ts already great. 

Through the characteristic and wot enterprise 
of G. 8. Griffith, Esq., chairman of the Baltimore 
pranch of the United States Christian Commission, 
a subscription of upwards of seven hundred dollars 
has been raised to supply destitute Sabbath schools 
in the valley of the Shenandoah, with religious 
libraries and other requisite books, aside from the 
Scriptures, for the supply of which they appeal to 
the American Bible Society. This enterprise is 
ene of great importance and promise. It is be- 
lieved that the Sabbath schools which may be 
gathered and encouraged by this means will prove 
centres of religious influence, and do very much to 
repair the spiritual desolations, which are certainly 
no less appalling than the material in this valley, 
once so blessed with smiling plenty, but now so 
covered with want and gloom. 

The United States Christian Commission, which 
has just held its anniversary in WasHineTon, D. C., 
acknowledged in its report the receipt from the 
American Bible Society, during the year 1864, of 
570,000 volumes; and during the period of the 
war, of 1,137,000 ‘volumes. The Washington City 

Bible Society i is beginning to agitate the question 
of once more canvassing and supplying its field 
with the Scriptures; a work, which owing to 
peculiar circumstances has not ‘been done for the 
ast five years, and which is probably more needed 
now than ever. 
_ In conclusion, let me say that God, in his 
mysterious providence, is surely opening new and 
efectual doors for the diffusion of his truth. The 
old foundations, and stereotyped usages, are all 
breaking up. Soldiers, who at home rarely opened 


the sacred Volume, are learning, in camp, and in. 


hospitals, to revere and study its precious truth. 


Their old habits are laid aside, and new ones are 


forming; some better, and some, doubtless worse. 
They may be more easily influenced for good or 
for evil, than at home, Let us not then fail to 
shed upon their pathway this heavenly light. 
Society is sh #0 its deine Vast Fait are 
transpiring.

GOOD NEWS FROM THE SHENANDOAH. 

Rey. H. W. Gilbert, our army Agent, sends us 
the following gratifying statement in relation to 
our work among the soldiers in the yalley of the 
Shenandoah : 


You will be gratified to learn that the Spirit of 
God is at work among our soldiers in the valley. 
At Cumberland, Martinsburg, Harper’s Ferry, and 
Winchester, many of them are enlisting under 
Christ's banner. The Word, both written and 
preached, is taking hold of the heart and con- 
science with power. At Martinsburg, on Saturday 
evening last; I attended an inquiry meeting at the 
Christian Commission rooms, when I found them 
filled with youth, several of ‘whom ‘were citizens, 
but most of them soldiers, who were anxious to be 
directed to Christ; and I had the unspeakable 
joy of hearing many of them, in broken language, 
and apparently with broken hearts, utter their 
first audible petitions at the throne of grace,» 

The delegates of the Christian Commission told 
si that since this work had begun, there had been 

@ very marked increase in the demand for the 
Scriptures, 

I met there.a very interesting German soldier, 
who could not pray in English, but offered a very 
fervent prayer in his own language. He had 
come to the rooms of the Christian Commission 
soon after reaching the place, to procure a Ger- 
man New Testament; and in ‘his imperfect Eng- 
lish, accompanied with much earnestness, he de- 
clared: “ Ilosh mine Desdament. I was mat when 
I losh mine Desdament. I would radder losh mine 
fictuals!”* 

The Christian Commission have just ‘fitted | Z 
one of their rooms for the use of; the colowred peop 
of Martinsburg, where they propose to istruct 
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them in Sabbath school, preach to them, and give 
them the opportunity to hold prayer meetings, 1 
had the pleasure of introducing these services on 
Sabbath afternoon, and was enabled to give them 
some account of the wonderful work which is 
going on among their brethren in Eastern Vir- 
ginia. They were much moved and encouraged, 
and one young man, atleast, resolved to consecrate 
himself to the service of that God who is working 
in such a wonderful manner for them. 

The work of the Christian Commission at 
Harper’s Ferry has greatly improved since my 
first visit there. They have a building which- fur- 
nishes a place of worship, both for the soldiers and. 
for citizens. They have a Sabbath school for the 
children, and God is blessing their efforts. The 
house was thoroughly filled and deeply solemn 
on Monday evening, when it fell to my lot to ad- 
dress them. 

At Sandy Hook, Pleasant Valley, Dismounted 
Camp, and through all that region, as well as at 
Winchester and the front, God is pouring out his 
Spirit, and converting soldiers to Christ. The 
Master is greatly blessing the work of the American 
Bible Society and of the United States Christian 
Commission. 

I should be glad to mention other details of my 
journey, especially a crowded meeting of soldiers 
in the large new Christian Commission chapel at 
Cumberland, where the wide awake and earnest 
chaplain, Little, is efficiently helping on the work 
of the Lord. But Ihave no time, and I must start 
for Norfolk and City Point to-day. 


RESOLUTIONS OF PRISONERS OF WAR. 

We cheerfully print the following, especially be- 
cause of its testimony to the faithful services of a 
valued co-labourer connected with the Maryland 
State Bible Society, through which the prisoners of 
war at Point Lookout have been supplied with the 
holy Scriptures, donated for that purpose by the 
Board of Managers of the American Bible Society : 

PRISONERS OF WAR CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION, 
PoinT Lookout, Nov. 18, 1864. } 

Whereas, We deem it just and proper that some 
suitable acknowledgment be made to the Maryland

Resolved, That regarding the Holy Scriptures as 
God’s most precious gift, next to his Son our Re- 
deemer, in gratitude we can never forget the kind 
benefactors who have done so much to relieve the 
gloom of our tedious:imprisonment, by the cheer- 
ing rays of light divine. 

Resolved, That we will ever pray that the bless- 
ing of Almighty God may attend them in this 
world, and that in the world to come they may re- 
ceive their full reward, with the gracious plaudit : 

“Twas sick, and ye visited me: I was in prison, 


and ye came unto me, Inasmuch as ye have done 
it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be pre- 
sented to our esteemed Brother Baker, and com- 
municated through him to the noble institution he 
represents.

FOREIGN WORK. 

Iraty.—A Manager of our Society, now tray- 
elling in Europe, says in a recent letter, speaking 
of Italy: “In regard to the general evangelization 
and Bible distribution, it is very difficult to form 
any opinion. There are certainly a great many 
conversions from Romanism, but I fear very few 
real conversions to the true religion of Jesus 
Christ. The Bible is more freely received than 
generally read. Very few of the lower classes can 
read at all. Still the Word is having free course, 
and will doubtless be glorified. Schools and in- 
telligent evangelical colporteurs are, or seem to 
me to be, the most prominent and promising 
agencies now in use. To be useful at present, the 
Bible must be read by the colporteur and taught 
by the schoolmaster, until more of the common 
people are able to read themselves. Still all the 
Protestant agencies in operation are doubtless 
helping on the good work. And although many 
of the Bibles distributed are destroyed, it should 
not discourage nor deter its friends from prosecu- 
ting the work to the utmost extent. The field is 
every day becoming more extended and more en- 
couraging.” 

Grants were made to the American and Foreign 
Christian Union, for the employment of Bible col- 
porteurs in Italy, under charge and supervision 
of the missionaries of that society. The reader 


will find in another column a statement of the: 


labours of those colporteurs employed in behalf 
of the American Bible Society by Rev. Mr. Clark, 
at Milan. They are evidently doing a good 
work. 

TurkEy.—This continues to be one of our most 
encouraging and fruitful fields of labour. We 
have received another letter from the Society’s 
Agent in the Levant, Rev. Isaac G. Bliss, contain- 
ing some cheering tidings as to the work under 
his agency. Last month we mentioned a falling 
off in the sales in Constantinople, but the reader 
will find that this has been more than made up in 
other regions. He states that the returns from 
the sale of Scriptures and religious books in the 
interior of Turkey, during the last year, were 
greater than in any year previous. But we refer 
to the letter on another page. There is also in the 
letter a gratifying account of the reception in 
Oroomiah of the Syriac Testament and Psalms, 
electrotyped at the Bible House, and of the esti- 


mation in which it is held by. those for whom it 
vas intended. 

Cuiui.—We are enabled this month to lay be- 
fore our readers further accounts of our colporteur 
at Valparaiso, who labours under the direction of 
the Valparaiso Bible Society. He is doing a good 
work. We are indebted for this report of his la- 
bours to the Rey. David Trumbull, to whom we 
are indebted also for his great interest in the work, 
and the gratuitous service which he renders to 
our Cause. We are sorry to learn that the de- 
pository which was established at Santiago has 
not succeeded. It is hoped that good may be 
done in the distribution of the Scriptures by a 
young native, who has recently asked for admis- 
sion into Mr. Trumbull’s church on profession of 
faith. Let us hope and pray for his success. But 
it would be unreasonable to expect the same - 
amount of sales in that region, that one might ex- 
pect in many other places. Yet every Bible and 
Testament scattered among the people is so much 
seed cast into the ground. It will yield fruit 
hereafter.

OROOMIAH-INTERIOR TURKEY. 


A LETTER FROM OUR AGENT. 
i CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 27, 1865. 

Dear Srr:—Two days since I received a letter 
from Rey. G. W. Coan, of Oroomiah, Persia, offi- 
cially announcing the arrival of the two cases of 
New Testaments and Psalms in Modern Syriac, sent 
from the Bible House, New York, some eight 
months since. He desires me to communicate to 
you the following resolution, passed at one of the 
meetings of the Oroomiah Mission, soon after the 
books were received: 

Resolved, That this Mission communicate to the 
Secretary of the American Bible Society their 
thanks for the very beautiful, valuable, and timely 
donation of two boxes of Syriac New Testaments 
and Psalms to them, for distribution among the 
Nestorians. nike, é 

Mr. Coan adds: “These books are the admira- 
tion of all. Of the best style of binding, only 
eight copies were sent, and they were all sold the 
first day. Those bound with the Psalms are alto- 
gether the most saleable. Of the thirty-three 
‘tucks,’ only twelve are left. Of the forty-two 
‘roan embossed,’ only four are left. Of the sixty- 
seyen New Testament ‘tucks,’ forty-seven are left. 
Of the one hundred and ninety New Testaments, 
‘roan embossed,’ eighty are left.” 

From these statements, and others in other let- 


ters received from Oroomiah, I judge that in a very 


short period after they were received, nearly two 
thirds of all the copies sent were disposed of. Mr. 
Coan has ordered ‘another supply to meet the de- 
mand, 

In another letter Mr. Coan says: “The people 
are very poor, and yet I have found that those least 
able have bought the most costly edition. They 
say this is the only pretty thing we have, and we 
must have it. They show the books in the market, 
and the Mussulmen open their eyes and exclaim, 
“God is great!” and “the Yengees are very wise.” 
The people wonder how the work could be done in 
America, and when told that the compositors did. 


‘not know the name of one letter from another, 


their astonishment is complete, especially as they 


find so very few mistakes, 
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The following is from Rev. 8. Richardson, of the 
Arabkir station, in the mission to Eastern Turkey. 
The letter is dated Malatia, Dec. 26, 1864, and says: 
“Your note requesting book account came last 
post. The account had already been prepared, and 
I was waiting for time to add a few lines in regard 
to our Bible work in this field. From the follow- 
ing summary you may see at a glance what has 
been done in the last eight years :

“These figures are, not large, falling much be- 
hind, no doubt, your reports from other fields ; but 
small as they are they indicate progress, and so en- 
courage hope and effort for the future. When we 
think of the little time and attention which in our 
circumstances we have been able to give to this 
department, we wonder that so much has been ac- 
complished. We have employed no colporteur, 
and for a great portion of the time our ordinary 
helpers have been absent at the theological school. 

“The progress in this city (Malatia) has been more 
marked than in any other portion of our field. 
During the year 1857 a single copy of the Psalms 
was disposed of here by sale, and that was taken 
from the purchaser by a furious priest, and torn to 
atoms. But in the last four years 391 copies of the 
Bible and portions, and 436 copies of other relig- 
ous books, have been sold for cash. Such has been 
the eagerness and determination of the people, that 
the most strenuous efforts of both the Armenian 
and Catholic priests and bishops have not availed 
to prevent their obtaining them; and indeed the 
latter have been compelled to admit very many 
copies of these vernacular Scriptures into the 
schools superintended and taught by themselves.” 

I hope soon to send you a full report of all the 
work done in the field under my care, during the 
last year. I am happy to report that the returns 
from the sale of Scriptures and religious books in 
the interior of Turkey, in 1864, are greater than 
those of any previous year since the work began,

ITALY, 
; 4 MILAN, Jan. 11, 1865. 
My Dear Sm :—The few colporteurs sustained 
by your Society in Northern Italy have already ac- 
complished a good work, not merely in the circu- 
lation of the Holy Scriptures, but also in preaching 
the truths contained in them. In all places where 
they have laboured, they have begun evangelical 
movements, which still are either in a measure sus- 
tained by their earnest efforts, or have so increased 
as to demand the united labours of an evangelist. 
__ For instance, in ppb the Bible colporteur 
has not only been active uring the day in the sale 
of the Scriptures, but has made his small room a | 


chapel in the evening, for religious instruction and 
prayer. The interest so increased that a long time 
since his little room was filled, and a petition was 
sent me to open a chapel, and provide an evangel- 
ist, but I could not for want of funds. : 

There has been similar success in the region 
north of Brescia, bordering on the Tyrol. The col- 
porteur, making the small city of Edolo his centre, 
has not only supplied the people of his interesting 
field with many copies of the Scriptures, but has 
established meetings in the city in the evening. 
Here, too, an evangelist is now greatly needed, as 
a work commenced in this region would be sure to 
extend into the Italian Tyrol, where already are 
found many friends of the truth, 

Jn the Valtellina, the most charming valley of 
North Italy, you have another able and successtul 
colporteur. This field is one among the most prom- 
ising in Italy. The common people are intelligent, 
and better educated than in most other places. 
Their ancestors, many of them, were Protestants in 
spirit, and were driven out of Tuscany and other 
parts of Central and Southern Italy, centuries ago, 
by religious persecution. The reformed religion 
entered this valley early in the sixteenth century, 
and during that and the following century they 
suffered much from the terrible Inquisition. In 
1620 many hundreds were massacred, embracing 
entire families, men, women, and children, on ac- 
count of their adherence to the Gospel. 

Sondrio is the principal city of this valley, situ- 
ated near its entrance, not far from the Lake of 
Como, and contains some seven or eight thousand 
inhabitants. Here your colporteur has been re- 
ceived most cordially, and has laboured with great 
success. Months ago a petition was sent by a 
large number, asking for an evangelist, but till now 
the American and Foreign Christian Union has not 
been able to grant their request. This valley is 
also connected with the Tyrol. ; 

The Canton Tessin is the field of another colpor- 
teur, who is assisted in his work by a brother, an 
evangelist, who is sustained by the American and 
Foreign Christian Union. ‘These two faithful 
brethren are unwearied in their efforts to make 
known to the people of this interesting region the 
Word of Life, A brief notice of their labours, re- 
cently published in the Christian World, shows 
that they are doing a most excellent work; and if 


‘a sufficient number of such earnest labourers could 


be sustained by the church in Italy, we might hope 
that the whole land would soon be eyangelized. ~ 
Another still, and perhaps the most successful of 
all colporteurs in Northern Italy, is found in a re- 
ion a little south of Lake Maggiore. By his faith- 
1 labours a religious movement some time since 
commenced, which so alarmed the priests through- 
out all this district, that they presented an appeal 
to their bishop, entreating him to put a stop to the 
work of this Protestant emissary. But this only 
helped on the good work, and now, as the fruit of 
the labours of this humble colporteur, there is es- 
tablished an evangelical school, and two places of _ 
worship are opened, where the Gospel is regularly 
preached by an evangelist. pte 
I will speak ofsome labourers in Milan, sustained 
by your Society, inmy next. 9 - 
This colporteur agency, composed of men well 
instructed in the truth, might be increase tear 
to aie e 


extent, and with the happiest resul 
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beg your Society, therefore, greatly to enlarge its 
operations in this beautiful land, now so entirely 
open to the Gospel.

THE FRENCH CANADIANS. 

Some months ago the Board made a grant of 
some French Testaments to the French Canadian 
Missionary Society. We have received from the 
secretary of that society the following gratifying 
account of the use and influence of the book. The 
extract from Mr. Solandt’s journal refers to a visit 
made to a parish below Quebec, to some French 
Canadians discovered by two pupils of Pointe- 
aux-Trembles, while on a tour of colportage, and 
who had requested a visit from a missionary: 


According to instructions from the committee I 
went to P , and remained eight days among 
these friends. On arriving on Thursday evening 
(Noy. 24), the house soon filled, and we read and 
examined the Holy Scriptures, and prayed together 
till midnight. On Friday at ten o’clock the house 
again began to fill, and remained so fill mid- 
night; Saturday was the same. On Sabbath they 
came after midday and remained till midnight. 
Menday evening I went to R to make some 
visits, where I passed the time till Wednesday 
morning, when I returned to P , to have an- 
other meeting with these friends. We passed the 
day and evening in a very interesting manner. 

The subjects which occupied our attention were 
chiefly salvation by grace, in opposition to the dead 
works of the church of Rome. I searched out pas- 
sages of the New Testament which referred to the 
subject. They were astonished at what St. Peter says 
in Acts iy. 12: “Neither is there salvation im any} 
other: for there is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby wemust besayed.” They 
remarked, that this cannot mean baptism, or pen- 
ance, or purgatory, since it is the name of Jesus 
only. They were also struck with the passage in 
1 John, ist Epistle, i. 7; “The blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” While we were 
conversing, one of them said that the priests’ books | 
and ours were not the same. On this I expressed 
my regret that I had not with me the New Testa- 
ment with notes, published by the archbishop of 
Quebec. The person of the house, however, said 
he could procure it, for the priest had offered to | 
give it to him in exchange for the copy he had, 

_ This was Friday night, and we arranged that he 
would change it next morning, which he did. On 
this day there were more people present. They 
were much surprised to find that the priests’ book 
said the same as mine, and that they found nothing 
about the mass, purgatory, or confession, or other 
things of the like, in the priests’ Testament, but.on | 
the contrary that they found there the character of 
false teachers and Antichrist, and that these char- 
acters could be so well applied to the priests. | 
What struck them also very much was a note made 
on the word Babylon, in 2 Peter, v. 13, that Baby- | 
lon meant Rome. As this word is also applied in 
Revelation xviii. 4, I turned up the passage, and 
when I read it they looked to one and another, 
saying the priest could not have read his own | 
book, or he would not have given it to them. We 
‘Pirentread; the passages describing the, Pharisees, 


and we found the following note in the priests’ 
book concerning them: “They professed to be 
very exact in the observance of the law of God and 
traditions, but they were hypocrites, who reduced 
all religion to external practices, and who corrupt- 
ed the law of God by false interpretations.” When 
Tread them this they looked anew at one another, 
saying this was\just like their priests, who make 
them believe that so long as a man goes to confes- 
sion and to mass, that is quite enough. 

There are seven or eight persons who are not far 
from the kingdom of heaven, but they have not yet 
sent their demission to the priest. The first New 
Testament which they had was one I sold at G ; 
seven or eight years ago. When the priest changed 
his copy he put the other into the fire, saying, 
“You see the horror I have of these books.”
